PREFACE. 


Whursr the minuteſt tranſactions of King 
and Ariſtocracies are committed to writing, a 
handed down to poſterity, every friend to Liber 
and Equality muſt lament that the memorials @ 
thoſe ſpotleſs individuals, who, in guilty ages, ha 
remained uncontaminated by the corruption 
Courts and Miniſters, ſhould fink into obliviof 
and be totally loft. It is a ſhocking thing to ri 
collect how many valuable records, relative to W 
Tyler and his worthy aſſociates, it is now impoſ 
ble to obtain : Were theſe extant, we ſhould ha 
an opportunity of contemplating with a glow 
admiriug enthuſiaſm, the doctrines and demeang 
of this patriot band in the reign of Richard t 
Second; and we ſhould be convinced of the px 
greſſive nature of excellence, by collating the 
ancient manuſcripts with Mr. Thelwall's Lectu 
and the Reſolutions of the London Correſpondi 
Society. On this account the Editor has been 
duced to bind up two State Papers, which ca 
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y accident into his hands: The firſt is a Letter 
om Citizen John Harriſon, of Sheffield, Razor- 
aker, to Citizen Charles Grey, Repreſentative 
f the People. Many perſons have imputed to the 
brmer gentleman a deſire of overthrowing our 
onſtitution in Church and State, of putting 
own the privileged orders, and equalizing pro- 
rty; and have aſcribed this plan of his to mo- 
ves of intereſt and ambition, 

His own Letter, in which he unboſoms himſelf 
d a particular friend, cannot fail of convincing 
rery impartial reader of two very important 
pints: 1ſt, That Mr. Harriſon, ſo far from en- 
rtaining any diſlike for monarchy and hierarchy, 
ckons theſe inſtitutions eſſential to the well- 
ing of a community; and 2dly, That he is in- 
kpable of doing or attempting any thing which 
s conſcience does not declare to be completely 
ght, and conſonant to truth and virtue. 

On Mr. Grey, a correſpondence with ſo diſtin- 
iſhed a character reflects no ſmall degree of 
ſtre. The communications of the nymph 
geria enabled Numa to enact laws, on the 
quity and prudence of which many have deſcanted

Il 
prominent features of this compoſition are thi 
ſpeaker's ſcrupulous regard to veracity, his mij 
deſty, when relating the ſucceſs of his gallai 
countrymen, and the ſpirit of fraternizatio 
which he diſplays even towards the enemies 
his nation. 

It may, perhaps, be reckoned unuſual for Stz
